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News from the State House | 


STATE HOUSB, May 28—During last 
week the House made great progress 
as compared with its previous record, 
its calendar being teduced in length 
from 18 pages to about 8. Many matters 
wére laid on the table, but a still larger 
number were finally disposed of. 

Up to the present time the lower 
branch has considered over 1000 meas- 
ures, and of these over 600 have been 
rejected. In ordinary years this would 
have been very satisfactory, but more 
measures were introduced this year 
than ever before and the most impor- 
tant ones are still to be debated and 
nearly one hundrel matters must yet 
be reported by committees. 

Up to the present time the commit- 
tee on railroads has not considered the 
big lease questions in executive session, 
but they will be taken up this week in 
earnest and reports on both leases will 
probably be made together. 

One committee which seems to be 
lost in a maze of tangled propositions, 
is roads and bridges, which is strug- 
gling with the annual report and rec- 
ommendations of the State Highway 
Commission. Unless this report is hur- 
ried up it will be too late to be debat- 
éd at any Jength and some of the mem- 
bers beHéve this might please the tom- 
mittee. ea 

The time of the committee on manu- 
factures’ report on the gas investiga- 
tions has been extended until Tuesday, 
but a further extension will ‘be asked. 
The committee had adjourned subject 
to the call of the chair. Senator Wood- 
sum says he will issue the call about 
the end of this week, when he expects 
to have a definite proposition to sub- 
mit. 

Some day this week the committee on 
conference which is trying to adjust the 
differences in opinion between the 
House and Senate on the Cape Cod Ca- 
nal bill, will report the result of its la- 


bors. The friends of the bill are hoping 
it may be let down easier than jt has 
been at any of its previous stages, 


On Friday in the House Mr. Belden 
of Gloucester arose to a question of 
personal privilege and stated that he 
had changed his vote on the Westmin- 
ster chambers bill because of the argu- 
ments and defied the newspapers to 
show any evidence that he had ever 
been open to corruption of any kind. 

The House killed the bill to permit 
street railways to act as common car- 
riers, This was a pet measure of Mr. 
Ames of Lowell and he will move to re- 
consider today. The bill to prevent the 
improper use of transfer checks was 
amended making the price 50 cents in- 
stead of $50 and was then rejected. 

On Thursday of this week the Senate 
Will discuss the Boer resolutions and 
the bill to incorporate the New England 
Cotton Yarn Co, It is likely the Senate 
will vote toGay to adjourn to Thurs- 
day. 

The special committee which has- 
been investigating the charges against 
the “Metropolitan Water Board will 
probably be unanimous in its report. 
That report will probably not entirely 
vindicate the board, as has been gen- 
erally believed. 

It seems likely, that the committee 
will report the bill to correct the abuses 
of the liquor law, the nine hour law, 
the citizens‘ preference law, and the 
weekly payment law. It will also rec- 
ommend that the padrone system be 
barred in the work in the Nashua Val- 
ley. 


BOSTON, May 29—The House spent 
the morning in the discussion of the 
attack made upon the 21 members who 
changed their vote last Thursday on the 
Westminster chambers bill. Twenty- 
four men spoke in favor of the fullest 
investigation of the charges. An order 
was introduced at the afternoon session 
for such an _ investigation. Among 
those who explained their votes was 
Mr. Daly of this city, who said that he 
voted for the bill on account of the ar- 
gument of Mr. Saunders of Boston, but 
later when” he saw the building he 
changed his mind.

Proceeding to Memorial hall, the cus- 
tomary exercises were carried out by the

band played several selections before the 
paraders left Memorial hall. 


Arriving at the hall, all entered but 
two sentinels and a lievwtenant from each 
of the Boys’ Brigades, who had been left 
to mount guard over the stacked arms of 
the young soldiers. Throughout the 
route the marching of both Brigades 
was noticeably good. They made a brave 
showing in their blue coats and caps, 
white trousers and yellow leggings. 


When all were in their places in the 
hall, the salute to the colors was given 
and the Veterans “uncovered” and were 
Occupying seats on the platform 
were Selectman Stark, Principal Bald- 
win of Punchard, Rev. F. A. Wilson of 
the Free church, Commander Peter D.

The address by Rev. Mr. Gibbs was 
eloquent and earnest. He described 
thoroughly the self-sacrifice of the Amer- 
ican people from the earliest times, tell- 
ing how the Pilgrims sacrificed home 
and country for their beliefs ; the struggle 
and self-denial and final triumph of the 
colonies before and during the Revolu- 
tionary war, and later the War of 1812. 
Coming still nearer the present, he 
tuuched upon the Civil war when so 
many brave men gave their lives that the 
Union might live in the terrible contest 
of brother against brother. Later still 
was the war with Spain when the young 
men of the country came forward so 
readily to fight for their flag and the 
nation’s honor, showing that the spirit 
of self-sacrifice is still alive and the ex- 
ample and patriotism of our ancestors 
from the earliest times has not yet lost 
its force. He touched upon the tendency 
of the strong to oppress the weak, men- 
tioning asan example Rome, and stated 
that even England was guilty of having 
done so though she may have been an un- 
witting or unwilling participant inthe 
act of oppression. America also he said 
was not altogether free in this respect. 
He exhorted the Veterans to remember 
the day and its meaning. He told them 
their example was not lost as was shown 
dy. the promptness of the young men of 
today to respond to their country’s call 
in ‘8. The address was altogether a 
very interesting and scholarly one, and 
one the large audience appreciated. Not 
the least attractive feature of the exer- 
cises Was the singing by the Raymond 
Male Quartet. The “Vacant Chair,” 
sung by them by special request, was 
affectingly rendered,

OTHER SIDE HEARD. 


lal. & H., St. R.R, Say Why a Fran- 
chise Should be Granted Them. 


| The hearing of the Lowell, Lawrence 
& Haverhill St. R. R., was opened before 
the selectmen in the lower Town hall, 
last Saturday afternoon at 3. o’clock. 
The road was represented by Col. Swee- 


ney ot Lawrence, and “President Bruce 
and Superintendent Morton were also 
present. 

Selectman Goldsmith stated on opening 
the hearing that there were three courses 
which the selectmen might pursue, viz: 
first, to refuse all petitioners; second, to 
grant two different localities, one by 
Elm street and the other by High street; 
third, to grant only one of these routes. 
He then called on the L. L. & H. road to 
present their case. 

Col. Sweeney said in part: ‘I repre- 
sent the Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill 
street railw ay company which has 
already a location in your town but 
which is now petitioning for an exten- 
sion of tracks from Elm Square, up Elm 
street to the boundary line between An- 
| dover .and North Andover. You have 
Heforesyou algoe the. petitions. of a num- 
| ber. of ‘gentlemen about to° form a com- 
| pany to be called the Haverhill & Ando- 
iver St. R. R. Co. Two routes are asked 
for by them, one by way. of High street 
and the “old railroad,” and the other by 
way of Elm street. Inasmuch as both 
petitions are directed to the same end it 
seems to me that the road already having 
! a location should be favored. I do not 
wish to speak with any spirit of antago- 
nism or criticism nor cast any doubt upon 
the sincerity of the motives of the gen- 
tlemen comprising the new company.” 

The speaker went on to state that the 
road which he’ represented had been es- 
tablished for many years and that it had 
been well understood that when the 
growth of the two towns warranted it 
North Andover and Andover would be 

connected with an electric road. He 
stated that the new company conld not 
offer any advantages above those his 
company could offer. He also said that 
even though the selectmen should grant 
a location to the other company his cli- 
ents would still like the location on Elm 
street in order that the Andover and 
| North Andover lines might be joined and 
a circuit made of the two towns by elec- 
trics at some future time. The argu- 
ment advanced by the other company 
that competition would be a good thing 
was not entirely agreed to by Coi. Swee- 
ney but if it had any weight at all was 
advanced by him as one of the reasons 
why his road should get a franchise if 
one were granted to the other company 
| 


to run over High street. 

He continued by stating that his road 
could give the residents of Andover a 
speedier access to the beaches through 
Haverhill connecting with the many 
branches of the L. L. & H. road running 
from that city. “The L. L. & H. isa 
corporation that has been established a 
long time, is solid financially and capa- 
ble of carrying out whatever it under- 
takes,” he said, “and the new company 
on the other hand is newly organized 
and will have to go through some proc- 
esses of law before they can build their 


road. They will have to go over some 


of our line in order to get to Haverhill | 


and it is doubtful, to say the least, 
whether any such arrangement can ever 
be made.” He said the L. L. & H. would 
build the road well, equip it well, would 
build it upon the side of the road if de- 
sired by the selectmen and carry it on to 
their satisfaction. 


Selectman Goldsmith inquired when 
the road would be built, equipped and 
running if a franchise were granted 

them. 

Col. Sweeney replied that the select- 
men might put on any reasonable restric- 
tion as to time. ‘Whatever reasonable 
time restriction you put on, we will carry 
out,” he said. 

John H. Flint of High street, wanted 

' to know if the future of the L. L. & H, 

| could be judged by the past. He stated 

| that the people of Andover had no ac- 

| commodations whatever, that there had 
not been six monthsat a time that people 
had not had to walk some distance in 
going to Lawrence. 

Selectman Stark, without wishing to 
take any part in the controversy stated 
that the company should not be blamed 


! 
, by people for this as it was mai 
to establishing a state highway, of cut 
ting in water and sewer pipes. 
Franeis H. Johnson asked if the track 
would be placed at the side of the re 
beyond the macadam Sif the franchi 
were granted. *e 

Chairman Goldsmith replied that: he 
couldn’t say as a location had not yet 
been granted but that the usual way wag 
, to put the tracks at one side of the ma- 
cadam. 

Col. Sweeney stated that such w 
derstood at the North Andover hears 
and that the road would be built with, 
out disturbing the road bed. 

Selectman Boutwell inquired of the 
counsel whether the L. L. & H, road 
would keep its pledge as it had in the 
past. Franchises have been granted to 
them about which nothing has been 
done. On the question of the counsel 
as to what franchise he referred, he 
stated that a location had been granted 
to the L. L. & H. company for tracks to 
Lowell on the south side of the river but 
the road had not been built. After COn= 
sultation with the officials of the L, 1 
& H. company present, Col. Sweeney 
‘stated that the franchise had lapsed 
when the road became the property of 
the Massachusetts corporation by which 
‘itisnow owned, 
far as Beacon street arid would doubtless 
be continued to Lowell at some future 
time if such was the desire of the citizens 
of Andover. , : 

Charles W. Clark asked thé counsel if 
his clients would have applied for a fran- 
chise at this time had the other company 
not sought for a location. 

The reply was that they would not 

have done so just now but they thought 
it would be advantageous for their road 
to build rather than have another com. 
pany come into the territory, even 
though it did not pay. 
; The adjourned hearing for the Haver- 
hill & Andover company was called for 
4 o’clock and was opened a few moments 
before that time. 


Col. Woodward went over a portion of 
the ground that he did the week before. 
He stated that the stock of the L. L. & 
H. road was not owned by people in this 
vicinity who would have some interest in 
seeing that citizens of Andover were ac- 
commodated but by a corporation, the 
members of which were a good way off. 
He said he had no idea that opposition 

would be encountered by the other road 


when they applied for a franchise. In 
regard to transfers he stated that he 
did not anticipate any trouble in that 
respect as he had been president of sey- 
eral roads between Reading and Boston 
and had never experienced any difficulty 
in arranging for’ transfers with «other 
roads owned by the same corporation 
which now owns the Lowell, Lawrence 
& Haverhill road. He thought that 
since his company had made it possible 
for the people of Andover to secure a 
road to Haverhill the franchise ought to 
be granted to them. 


Selectman Goldsmith asked Col. Wood- 
ward if he could advance any argument 
why the road should be granted to his 
company rather than to the L. L. & H. 
company. 

Col. Woodward stated that they should 
build the road at once whereas the L. L. 
«& H. road had considered 18 or possibly 
12 months a reasonable time in which to 
get the cars running: 


John N. Cole asked if in granting one 
location it would not be possible to 
modify the petitionsin any way and sug- 
gested as a route up Elm street to Maple 
avenue, down Maple avenue, across 
Flint’s land to the ‘old railroad,” and 
thence by that road to North Andover. 

Chairman Goldsmith thought a new 
petition would be necessary but Col, 
Woodward stated that they might grant 
them a location on Elm street and High 
street and then they could run across 
private land between the two. 

John L, Smith thought the greatest 
accommodation to both the residents of 
Andover and North Andover would be 
to grant a location on Elm street what- 
ever company received the franchise and 
have them run to North Andover centre, 
then if the new company had received 
the franchise they could petition fora 
right to lay tracks on the “Air line” and 
thence by the “old railroad” as proposed 
to Sutton street. 

Chairman Goldsmith stated that the 
road would probably go by way of Elm 
street and the hearing was closed.

ECONOMY IN THE USE OF ICE: 

A piece of ice weighing ten pounds put 
Jaily into the ice box or refrigerator is 
oflittle or no use. Put in one hundred 
wounds of ice once or twice a week and 
cour refrigerator will always be cool. 
Being thoroughly chilled the ice will not 
melt so rapidly. The doors must be kept 
elosed and the refrigerator must neither 
be scrubbed nor scalded, Many house- 
wives with a false idea of cleanliness 
rub out and scald the- refrigerators 
once a Week. Under such circumstances 
the refrigerator becomes. heated, and as 
soon as the ice is put in it melts rapidly, 
without throwing out the proper amount 
ofcold air, and it really takes twentye 
four hours to bring the refrigerator back 
to the point of refrigeration. If any- 
thing is spilled wipe it up at once with 
cold water. A teaspoonful of sweet 
spirits of nitre in two quarts of cold 
water may be used now and then on the 
bottom and sides of the refrigerator.— 
June Ladies’ Home Journal.

JAMES M. GILBERT. 


James M. Gilbert, coachman for John

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A SOLDIER BOY’S LETTER. 


A letter has been received from 
“Frea’ Griffin by his father in which 
he says: d 

CATARMAN, Samar, Mar. 15, 1900 

There is scarcely any shipping car- 
ried on, though there is more hemp here 
than most any place on the island, so 
mail and news are scarce articles. The 
inhabitants of this place are very peac- 
able so that I do not think that we will 
stay any longer than the sixty. days if 
we do that, unless something new hap- 
pens. ; 

Capt. Dey, commanding Lazvan, was 
here a few days ago and brought re- 
ports that Gen. Lucban and about 125 
armed Filipinos were.in a town about 
30 miles away, whither they went after 
being driven out of Lazuan by Co. H. 
I think likely that it is the intention of 
the general commanding our brigade to 
hem them in up here in this northern 
district, capture Lucban on whom there 
is a bounty of $2,500, and thus put an 
end to the insurrection on this island. 

I. sincerely hope that we will have a 
chance at them, for it is mighty un- 
comfortable lying round doing nothing 
and especially so when we hear reports 
of what the 33d, 34th and 39th regiments 
are doing in Luzon. When the fellows 
get a chance to go out In tne vicinity 
where the insurgents are, everyone is 
satisfied, but the sort of life we are 
now leading chafes them. 

It seems funny that shortly after we 
left El Deposits, Luzon, the 42d, which 
took our place, had several scraps with 
the insurgents and if reports are true 
there is plenty of scrapping all around 


We have run up against the real 
thing here, viz.: no potatoes, no onions 
and mouldy hardtack, but we_ get 
along finely for we have a cook who is 
a wonder and he makes baking powder 
biscuits every night for supper and he 
saves enough to give each man one 
with the bacon for breakfast. Night 
before last he made a monstrous apple 
pie and you can bet that tne fellows 
relished it. I will try to give you an 
idea of what we get to eat: Bacon, hard 
tack and coffee for breakfast just as 
sure as the surest thing in the world; 
for dinner canned corned beef hashed 
and disguised with numerous” condi- 
ments—the disguise is absolutely neces- 
sary—or- eanned salmon fixed up nicely 
or tomato soup which is quite palatable 
for supper boiled rice with either 
peaches, prunes or aples and the never 
to be forgotten biscuits. Of course 
coffee and hardtack are always counted 
in for all meals. The lst Sergt. and I 
have a room by ourselves so you see it 
makes it fine for we have a chance to 
hang up our clothes and have a good 
place to sleep on.. I have been taking 
Spanish lessons with the captain and 
am getting on finely. I tell you that 
regular meals and regular hours are 
great blessings but I fear that a fellow 
after returning to the states would 
want to stay out all the time to make 
up for time lost in this solitude. I 
almost forgot to tell you about the 
beach which is about ten minutes walk 
distant and the finest I ever saw, ex- 
cepting none. We go down about five 
times a week and plunge in the surf 
which is mountains high. I wish you 
would send a Boston Herald once in a 
while. I have been in the Philippines 
almost three months and have received 
only four letters, three of those from 
home. 

P. 8.—Tonight is an ideal tropical 
night, full moon and very comfortable 
and I can sit here at my desk and look 
through the spacious window ona sight 
that is almost incredible, while the roar 
of the surf on the beach reminds me of 
the falls in Lawrence.
